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Q. Is balanced occlusion the most im- 
portant factor in full denture construc- 
tion, as has sometimes been stated by 
men of prominence? 

A. Balanced occlusion is not the most 
important factor in full denture con- 
struction, for it is only one of a number 
of factors, the incomplete or improper 
use of any one of which might result in 
failure. 

Certainly it is very necessary to have 
some positive occlusion balances in order 
to have satisfactory dentures, but do 
we not often behold prosthetic occlusions 
of great accuracy, made with considerable 
skill and painstaking as to precision of 
condylar path registrations, usage of 
wonderful articulator mechanisms, etc., 
which show no excellence of results in 
efficiency of the dentures. 

Since there are several forms of bal- 
anced occlusion, none of which seem to 
afford positive satisfaction in the minds 
of many practitioners who seek better 
means of producing denture balances, it 
becomes necessary first to find the mean- 
ing of occlusion. 

Q. What do we understand balanced 
occlusion to mean? 

A. One definition: —“The closure 
maintained by the mandibular and maxil- 
lary dentures not only in static centric re- 
lationship, but throughout the full range 


_*Midwinter Meeting, Chicago Dental So- 
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of mandibular movements incident to the 
masticatory function” ; and another, “The 
contact of the teeth of both jaws when 
closed, or during those excursive move- 
ments of the mandible which are essen- 
tial to the function of mastication.” 

These definitions present the more 
commonly understood and accepted ideas 
of balanced occlusion, but when exam- 
ined scientifically they are found to be 
based upon erroneous concepts of physio- 
logic or functional masticatory mandibu- 
lar movements. 

In the first place, the mandible does 
not move excursively in closure during a 
masticatory act, but moves in cyclic form 
toward and into the closed position. 
Therefore the occlusion is at the finish- 
ing point of the chewing stroke, too late 
for balancing against the masticatory ac- 
tion forces. 

The above erroneous concept of mas- 
ticatory action has resulted in production 
of tooth forms and their arrangement of 
spherical order. 

Q. Can we have certain form or forms 
of balanced occlusion, yet fail to have 
comfortable, efficient dentures? 

A. The spherical arrangement of teeth, 
regardless of their occlusal form and bal- 
anced occlusion, in itself lends to pro- 
duction of reactionary forces outwardly 
directed from the outwardly inclined oc- 
clusal surfaces of the upper posterior 
teeth. Such forces striking the unfavor- 
able standing points of the lower denture 
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teeth at acute angle leverages naturally 
produces tipping of the lower denture, at 
the same time forces it laterally against 
the inner surface of the mandibular ridge 
of the one side only, with consequent 
pressure soreness, etc. 

Q. Can we have balanced occlusion in 
some other form or forms which may 
promote more desirable results? 

A. Yes, by simply eliminating cusps, 
and reversing the pitch of the occlusal 
surfaces of the upper molar and bicuspid 
teeth so that the strong reactionary forces 
of mastication may be directed inwardly. 

Q. Is it correct to place dependence 
upon occlusion balance with expectation 
of securing masticatory force balance? 

A. No, it is not correct to place de- 
pendence upon occlusion balance expect- 
ing thus to secure masticatory force bal- 
ance, because occlusion is synonymous 
with contact, whereas function takes 
place in the interval before contact while 
the teeth are mashing or passing through 
the food. Occlusion comes too late to be 
effective in balancing against the dis- 
placing forces of physiologic action. 

Q. What do we understand force bal- 
ancing to mean? 

A. The term, “force balancing,” is 
meant to imply the possibility of using 
the forces of mastication directly to ef- 
fect stabilization of the dentures, with 
lessened dependence upon suctions of 
adaptation, peripheral seal, etc. Force 
balance is promoted by arrangement of 
the teeth for properly directing forces 
from the firmly set upper denture in such 
directions and manner so that they may 
be delivered inwardly against the lower 
denture, and to have favorable distribu- 
tion throughout the whole area of that 
denture base and its tissue foundation, 
instead of but one side only. _ 

Q. Has the true physiologic mandibu- 
lar action been understood and generally 
taught? 

A. No, the true physiologic or func- 
tional action of the mandible has not 
been well understood and widely taught. 

The physiologic masticatory movements 
of the mandible are not occlusion ex- 
cursive in character, but are cyclic in form, 
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and may be divided into four phases. The 
first is opening movement for the recep- 
tion of food into the mouth. The second 
phase is movement of the mandible later- 
ally for placement or adjustment of the 
food morsel between the mandibular and 
maxillary teeth by the tongue and cheek 
muscles. In the third phase, stronger mus- 
cular action is necessary for, in that 
phase, is begun the actual masticatory 
stroke which is of some power and is 
usually of somewhat upward inward 
curved direction. Finally the fourth phase 
in which the mandibular teeth are driven 
forcefully back toward and into their 
centric occlusion balance, the conclusion 
of the chewing stroke. 

_Q. What determines the physiologic 
directional movements of the mandible? 

A. The morsel of food, its size, shape, 
resistance, and its position between the 
teeth in the arches, also forms and ar- 
rangements of teeth in the arches, all 
will be factors determining the physio- 
logic directional movements of the man- 
dible. 

Q. Are force elements, both harmful 
and beneficial, created within the cycles 
of physiologic mandibular movements? 

A. Yes, there are force elements cre- 
ated within the cycles which may be 
harmful and disturbing of balance under 
certain conditions, as well as elements 
beneficial in the preparation of food for 
its deglutition and digestion. 

Q. Can force elements originating in 
the cyclic physiologic movements be con- 
trolled for benefit? 

A. These force elements may be made 
almost wholly beneficial by learning the 
directions and magnitudes of the forces 
in the different phase of cycles and, hav- 
ing that knowledge, use such forms of 
teeth and arrangement of them that will 
direct the forces for proper distribution 
of their powers in promotion of retention 
and stability. 

Q. Are condyle path records valuable? 

A. Condyle path records are valuable 
only in study, when it is thereby revealed 
that the possible movements of the con- 
dyle are so varied as to make impossible

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ARMY CALLS RESERVES 


The Surgeon General of the Army has 
issued a call for 343 reserve dental officers 
to report for active duty between Sep- 
tember 22 and October 6. Quotas were 
assigned to each of the six army districts 
and the Fifth Army’s (Chicago) quota 
was set at 97 (71 general practitioners, 8 
oral surgeons, and 8 prosthodontists) . 

Reservists called up with organized 
units will not be counted in filling the 
assigned quotas. 

Reserve officers who have had no ac- 
tive military service are to be called first. 
Second in priority will be those who have 
had less than one year active duty. Those 
who volunteer for 21 months of active 
duty will be eligible for a $100.00 a 
month salary bonus, while those called 
without their consent will receive only 
the authorized pay and allewances for 
their respective grades. 

Deferments in call will be granted to 
those who are senior residents or post- 
graduate students for the balance of their 
current year’s training, to essential mem- 
bers of dental faculties, and to reserve 
officers “ in communities the health of 
which would be duly jeopardized if such 
officers were ordered to extended active 
duty.” 

Reservists will be given 21 days in 
which to report after they are accepted 
and assigned to duty.

A.M.A. PRESIDENT SPEAKS 


In his inaugural address at the open- 
ing meeting of the A.M.A. House of 
Delegates, Dr. Elmer L. Henderson, new 
president of the American Medical As- 
sociation, declared, among other things, 
that the nation’s medical care problems 
can be resolved without compulsory pay- 
roll taxes and without political pressure. 
Half of the population of the United 
States is already enrolled in voluntary 
health insurance plans, according to the 
A.M.A. president, and within the next 
three years, in the opinion of leading 
medical economists, 90 million persons 
will be enrolled in the voluntary prepaid 
medical plans—and when this number is 
reached, the problem will have been 
largely resolved. 


BILL CALLS FOR DENTIST 
REGISTRATION UP TO AGE 45 


The so-called Gurney bill (S.4029), 
which would require the registration of 
all dentists and physicians up to age 45 
and would permit the immediate draft of 
professional men trained at government 
expense or deferred during World War 
II to complete their professional educa- 
tions, has the approval of the American 
Dental Association. 

The need for dental officers in the 
armed forces is growing rapidly and the 
A.D.A. favors immediate enactment of 
legislation which will enforce the moral 
obligation of those members of our pro- 
fession who received their education 
under the ASTP and V-12 programs to 
offer their services to the armed forces 
when needed. The A.D.A. also urged 
that the armed forces be required to use 
professionally trained men only in their 
professional capacities or otherwise not 
call them away from their civilian prac- 
tices. 

The Association also urged Congress 
to empower the National Security Re- 
sources Board to establish and enforce 
basic ratios for military and civilian needs 
for dental, medical and other profes- 
sional and scientific manpower in the 
event of a national emergency. 

Dr. Philip E. Adams, A.D.A. president, 
testified in person before the Senate 
Armed Forces Committee on August 22 
and saiti that the dental profession felt 
that the allocation of health and scien- 
tific personnel in event of war should be 
assigned to a top-level civilian agency 
rather than to the military solely. He 
pointed out that it would be possible for 
the military to strip the civilian popu- 
lation of essential health personnel in a 
race between Army, Navy, and Air Force.

Heart Quiz’ 


HERE is no question about the fact 
that today the outlook in heart dis- 
ease is a hopeful one. Medical science is 
at work on the puzzling questions of how 
to prevent diseases of the heart and blood 
vessels, how to cure them, and how to 
help people with heart diseases live 
longer, more useful lives. Much has been 
learned about how to prevent and cure 
some types of heart disease; there is a 
great deal more to learn. 5 
The following questions and answers 
are from a pamphlet, Heart Quiz, which 
is available for free distribution by the 
Chicago Heart Association. 

1. Do people under forty get heart 
disease? 

YES. People of any age may have dis- 
eases of the heart or blood vessels. 

2. Are there many kinds of heart dis- 
ease? 

YES. The six common kinds are: Con- 
genital heart disease (some babies are 
born with defective hearts) ; Rheumatic 
heart disease (along with rheumatic 
fever, causes more deaths than any other 
disease among children of school age) ; 
Subacute bacterial endocarditis ‘(most 
likely to occur between the age of fifteen 
and thirty-five years); Cardiovascular 
syphilis (usually becomes evident in mid- 
dle age); Hypertensive heart disease 
(most common in middle age) ; Coronary 
heart disease (may begin in middle age 
—most common in older individuals) . 

3. Are women the weaker sex so far 
as getting coronary heart disease is con- 

cerned? 

NO. Fewer women than men get coro- 
nary heart disease. 

4. Do most people who have a heart 
disease die suddenly? 

NO. In most types of heart disease, 
death, when it comes, is not sudden. 
Many sudden deaths are wrongly blamed 
on heart disease.

5. Is high blood pressure common be- 
low the age of fifty? 

S. The most serious form occurs in 
people under fifty. 

6. If your heart sometimes skips a 
beat, is this a positive sign of heart dis- 
ease? 

NO. Many a person with a normal 
heart may sometimes feel his heart skip- 
ping a beat or beating faster or slower 
than usual. However, it may be a sign of 
heart disease. In your own case, ask your 
physician. 

7. Do more people die of heart disease 
than of any other cause? 

YES. In the United States more people 
die of diseases of the heart and blood 
vessels than of any other cause. 

8. Should a person’s blood pressure 
be about the same when he is fifty as 
when he is thirty? 

YES. No significant rise in blood pres- 
sure occurs with age. However, it is 
normal for your blood pressure to vary 
with your activities and emotions. 

9. If a baby is born with a defective 
heart, can anything ever be done to 
remedy the defect? 

YES. Often surgery can help or cure 
the child. See your physician. 

10. Is it possible to have a heart 
murmur without having heart disease? 

YES. Some people with perfectly good 
hearts have slight murmurs. Your phy- 
sician will tell you when a murmur is a 
sign of heart disease. 

11. Can teachers do anything specific 
to fight heart disease? 

YES. If the teacher knows what symp- 
toms suggest that a child is under par, 
she can report children in poor health 
to the school nurse or physician. This is 
a method for finding cases of rheumatic 
fever and rheumatic heart disease. 

12. Is rheumatic fever contagious? 

NO. But certain types of streptococcus 
infection prepare the ground for rheu- 
matic fever. Such streptococcus infec- 
tions are contagious. 

13. Should employers refuse to hire 
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people who are known to have. heart 
disease? 

NO. If the employer checks with a 
physician to make sure that the employee 
with heart disease can work at a particu- 
lar job, there is no special risk. 

14. If you get short of breath after 
climbing a flight of stairs, is this a positive 
sign of heart disease? 

NO. While shortness of breath may be 
a sign of heart disease, there are many 
other troubles that can cause this symp- 
tom. If you have this symptom, see your 
physician. 

15. When a person has coronary 
thrombosis, must he be an invalid for the 
rest of his life? 


NO. Many patients recover completely. 

16. Is a pain.in the left side of the 
chest a positive sign of heart disease? . 

NO. A pain in the left side of the chest 
is usually not due to heart disease, but 
should be checked by your physician. 

17. Does susceptibility to rheumatic 
fever trend to run in the family? 

YES. When one case of rheumatic 
fever is discovered, other members of the 
family should be examined. 

18. Should people with heart disease 
take special care not to become over- 
weight? 


YES. Overweight puts an extra strain 
on the heart.

recording of them for technological usage. 
Any record of condyle path must neces- 
sarily be made by first providing a lim- 
itation of the mandible to a particular 
movement pattern. Not yet has anyone 
been able to invent an_ instrument 
through which it is possible to record 
true physiologic action of the free man- 
dible, nor yet produced an articulator 
mechanism matching the human jaw and 
its movements. 

Q. What is the value of the Gothic 
Arch tracing? 

A. The Gothic Arch tracing has lim- 
ited value, perhaps only in the attain- 


* ment of an anatomically correct laterally 


centric position. 

As to a physiologically correct centric 
position, this author is in doubt, and gave 
up the gothic arch tracing method some 
years ago; for, if it is recognized that the 
physiologic rest position in the vertical 
is one of tonus action only, may we not 
believe that the physiologic horizontal 
centric position is also a neutral or rest 
position between right and left, with 
tonus action, and that gothic arch trac- 
ing made with muscular positive activity 
may result in showing a centric point 
somewhat distal to the physiologic cen- 
tric. 

Q. Does it make difference if occlusal 
line be curved or straight? 

A. It makes no exceeding great differ- 
ence if the occlusal line be curved or 
straight, because of the great extent of 
accommodative powers provided by na- 
ture in the temporomandibular joint 
mechanism. 


This author prefers to use straight oc- 


clusal lines, mesiodistally to eliminate as { 


far as possible tendencies toward inclined 
plane forces, hooking and skidding, and i 
has proven the truth of first sentence ~ 
statement with personal experience. 

Q. Does it make difference if right and 
left occlusion plane elevations differ? t 

A. It does not make difference if right 
and left occlusion plane elevations differ, 
This also has been abundantly proven 
in our own personal experience. How- 
ever, in regular practice it should be ad- 
visable to observe reasonable carefulness 
in not wandering too far from fairly 
symmetrical arrangement. 

Q. Is it necessary to have teeth di- 
rectly over ridge crest? 

A. It is not necessary to have teeth di- 
rectly over ridge crest if one will use 
reverse pitch technic. That is one pro- 
viding for the occlusal surfaces of the 
posterior teeth to be set higher at the 
lingual borders than at the buccal bor- 
ders. 

This technic recognizes that the form 
and arrangement of the upper denture 
teeth are responsible for the success or 
failure of the lower denture balance. 

If the teeth of the upper denture have 
occlusal surface faces so formed and 
turned that the reactionary forces origi- 
nating there will be directed slightly in- 
ward against matching faces of the lower 
denture teeth, then the latter may be 
safely set in positions somewhat outside 
the lower ridge crest. Pressures will then 
fall with more favorable results upon 
outside slope of ridge, the more tolerant 
tissues instead of the unfavorable sensi- 
tive tissues of the mylohyoid region. Also 
more tongue room and aid of tongue for 
retention is provided.
